The great railroad strike near New 


York bids fair to nssume alarming pro- 
portions. 
Traffic has been Tirtually 


closed on the Erie and the New Jersey 
railroads, while th» New York Central 
ia hi almost as great extremities as its 
rivals. There seems to be little danger 
of the strike taking on the communistic 
features of the railroad riots of 1877, 
l<ut it is sufficiently alarming to excite 
apprehension. The trouble with these 
workmen, as with so many other skilled 
and unskilled laborers at the East, is 
that they gee all their earning consumed 
)>? ths high cost of foo4,';while "corners" 
in the common necessaries of Jifa are 
daily increasing. In such a state of feel- 
ing among the working classes it only 
needs a small financial panic to bring on 
riots in the chief Eastern cities.

The colored people of Kansas have 


presented a memorial to Cougress asking 
that the lands owned by the United 
States in the Indian Territory, aud not 
occtipied by Indians, shall he open to 
settlement by such of the colored people 
of the United States as may wish to go 
there to obtain a home. They claim 
that none of the treaties made with the 
Indians prohibit froedmeu from settling 
on the unoccupied lands iu the Terri- 
tory, which are now lying idle and 
bringing no revenue to the Indians, or 
to the General Government. 
If Con- 


gress grants the request of the colored 
people, and permit! them to settle in 
the Territory assigned to Indians, it ia 
quite probable that thousands of them 
will flock there from all purts of the 
Union. It will be like starting a new 
Siberia within easy access of the freed- 
mon, where they can live apart from the 
whiles, making their own laws and gov- 
erning themselves as they see fit, but it 
is not likely that such a colony would 
bo any more successful than Santa Do- 
mingo or Liberia. However that might 
be, it would cost the Government noth- 
ing to grant the request of the niernor- 
ialistt; and permit them to settle on and 


The armies of the BIX great Powers 


which may become embroiled by the dis 
torbance in Egypt, and which they 
maintain on a peace footing, number in 
the aggregate 2,400,000. These immense 
forces may be doubled iu case of nec- 
essity. The effective strength of the 
British army is 175,000, of which 50,- 
000 are cavalrymen and 30,000 artilary- 
men. There are said to be just now 
60,000 in Ireland, while 70,000 to 80,- 
000 are abroad in India, South Africa and 
other places. The number available to 
crush Arabia Bey is, therefore, not 
large. The army which France main- 
tains on a peace footing ia 000,000, 
while her navy, in respect to heavily 
»rmed ships carrying immenso guns, ia 
more efficient than that of England. 
Germany has 425,000 men in her armies, 
prepared for any emergency, and kept 
ready to withitand the millions of bayo- 
nets which Bisrnark says point with 
hostile intent toward the center of Eu- 
rope. Russia has a standing army of 
800,000 men, which can be increased to 
2,300,000. The available forces which 
Italy can at once bring into the field 
number 285,000, while Turkey, though 
poor, bankrupt and crippled, has ready 
an army of 150,000 men. The navies of 
the great Powers, in repect to strength, 
stand about in the following order: 
England, France, Italy, Russia, Turkey, 
Germany. 
Should there be a war in- 


volving all these immense forces, it 
would be the most terrible that Europe 
has ever seen.

Senator Miller that he has received any 
intimations from the Chinese Govern- 
ment that it ia out of humor on account 
of the law recently passed to exclude 
Chinamen from the United State*.

really concerns us but little whether the 
Chinese take offense thereat or not; but 
they can have absolutely no causa to 
complain, as the law is based upon a 
treaty to which their Government vol- 
untarily subscribed.
